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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 7 and 1 3 are objected to because of the following informalities: A dust- 
proof member being in some way fixed to a housing either inside or outside cannot be 
characterized as "separated from the housing". The fact that it is not adhered to the wall 
of the housing should be described differently. (The same is corresponds to the 
description in the specification) . Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 16-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

4. Claims 16-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
incomplete for omitting essential structural cooperative relationships of elements, such 
omission amounting to a gap between the necessary structural connections. See 
MPEP § 2172.01 . The omitted structural cooperative relationships are: because the 
parent claim 15 has already claimed a dust-proof member being installed parallel to the 
metal net, dependent claims 16-17 cannot claim the same transparent member having 
said metal net formed within it (claim 16) or in form of separate transparent pieces 
within a corresponding hole of the metal net (claim 17). 

Allowable Subject Matter 
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5. Claims 1-14 and 15 are allowed. 

6. Claims 16-17 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

7. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: An electronic device comprising a housing having a plurality of holes on a first 
side wall and a transparent dust-proof member installed approximately parallel to the 
first wall of the housing (claims 1-8), or in separate pieces inside each hole (claims 9- 
14, or a computer having a transparent wall made of a metal net and a transparent dust- 
proof member installed parallel to said metal net (claim 1 5).

Kammersgad et al (US Patent 5,505,533); Minich et al (US Patent 6,474,410); Gianelo 
(US Patent 6,589,308) and Hagasawa (Japan Patent JP361 22501 3A).
